B augh­ 
er, recuperating from an operation 
in an Erie hospital, was quoted there 
as denying the admission. 
Reno has issued w arrants for the 
arrest of Baugher upon his recovery, 
charging him with forgery and em ­ 
bezzlement. 
Jam es said five separate checks 
were involved and "a large share of 
the money appears to have gone 
into private pockets.” Four of the 
checks,

Baugher case.” 
Auditor General E. Clair Ross said 
he informed Reno th a t the lequisi- 
tions from the state treasurer for 
$5,000 each to be paid to the Erie 
postm aster were missing from his 
files. Ross was state treasurer until 
succeeded by C. Harold W agner last 
May. Both are Democrats.
